WASHINGTON, May 10.—There is to 
be no separate peace between the United 
States and Germany. While there has 
been no written agreement pledging the 
United States Government: to any al- 
liance with the nations in the. Anglo- 
French Entente, it can be asserted -on 
the highest authority that there is\ no 
intention on the part of this Govern- 
ment to enter into any separate peace 
with Germany until the principles - for 
which this country is contending, as 
interpreted by Presidént Wilson in‘ his 
address to Congress, have been accom- 
plished and Germany defeated. : 

It was learned tonight, in connection 
with reports that Germany may throw 
out new peace feelers, that the United 
States Government would give no seri- 
ous consideration to-8uch offers except 
in consultation with Great Britain and 
France, with whom the United States is 
how laying plans for co-operation 
against Germany, and that there is no 
chance of the American Government 
agreeing to peace with Germany in ad- 
vance of Englapd, France, Italy, ‘and 
the:other nations in the Entente group. 

Dr. von Bethmann Hollweg, the Ger- 
man Imperial Chancellor, is expected 
momentarily to outline so-called peace 
terms, and it is believed here that they 
will be sugar-coated, witn the idea. of

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Admitting 
that the bill-could be defended only as a 
war measure and that many of its pro- 
Visions were arbitrary and inequitable, 
Representative Claude Kitchin, Chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee, opened the ‘debate in the House. to- 
day on-the $1,800,000,000 War Taxation 
bill. é 

Mr. Kitchen spoke for nearly five 
hours. His speech ranged from patriotic 
outbursts to facetious replies to members 
who asked questions regarding the in- 
equity of this section or that. Fre- 
quently, the House was ‘thrilled. and then 
amused by the effort-of the Democratic 
floor leader. Mr. Kitchin spoke without 
interruption for more than an hour and 
then he began to .answér queStions, 
parrying preliminary criticism of the bill. 

'**T shall vote for it with my eyes 
shut,’ was the frank: admission of Mr. 
Kitchin as he referred to the unscien- 
\tific and inequitable section which ar- 
bitrarily eliminates the free list of the 
Underwood-Simmons Tariff law and im- 
poses a flat cuty of 10 per cent, ad‘ va- 
lorem in addition to existing. tariffs on 
articles.on the. dutiable list. 

Mr, Kitchin told the House that more 
-complaints: and protests had been re- 
PGelved against the War Tax bill than 
against any tax measure proposed ‘n 
time of peace, Hé expressed sirprise 
at this, but said that when the bill be- 
came law all ‘mén, rich and poor, would 
cheerfully pay the taxes imposed. 

The pending bill, ,he said, would raise 
$1,800,000,000 of the . $3,800,000,000 esti- 
mated as necessary for the conduct of 
the. war to the end of the next fiscal 
years. He éxpressed the fear that addi- 
tional taxes would be found necessary 
and intimated that if this came about 
higher levies on incomes would be. made. 

Trials of the Committee. 

Describing the trials of the Ways and 
Means Committee, Mr. Kitchin said: 

*“* Everybody has been willing that 
somebody else should pay the taxes. Men 
have ‘come to the committee and told 
us how we should raise taxes by hitting 
the other fellow. As ‘soon as they left 
other men have come and advised us to 
tax the fellows who had just left us.’’ 

The Democratic leader amused the 
House by telling of pleas made by pros- 
pective taxpayers. 

“The people in my district,”” he said, 
**have wired and telegraphed: that the 
automobile is not a luxury, that jtis a 
necessity. . Suppose we call it. a semi- 
luxury.”’ 

Mr. Kitchin delved into the taxes on 
sporting goods. and. explained. the pro- 
posal to. tax baseballs, bats, glaying 
cards, and other articles, 

“We have also taxed these golf—what 
do you .call them? Well, anyway, we 
have taxed these golf equipments, what- 
ever they are.”” : 

“Golf sticks,’ suggested some one, 
and Mr. Kitchin smiled assent. 

Much of Mr. Kitchin’s speech was 
ar analytical discussion of the bill, sec- 
tion: by section. When members seemed 
inclineaé to ¢riticise atiy levy, the ma- 
jority. leader reminded his questioner 
that this-was a‘ peried: of war, when 
everybody. and. everything must be hit. 
He frankly said that he could support 
few sections of the’ bill in times of 
peace. ;

The financial and bus‘ness, machinery 
of the Morgan firm will be placed at 
the disposal of the committee to assist 
in the collection of the large amount 
of money that will be required to do 


work already outlined by Mr. Davison 
and the permanent officers of the 
American Red Cross. 

Mr. Davison will retain his connection 


all his time to the work entrusted to 
him and his committee associates. 

While the American Red Cross will 
extend its activities enormously by rea- 
son of the entrance of the United States 
into the war and will send surgeons and 
nurses to the battle fronts of Europe, 
the Red.Cross War Council will devote 
its ehergies largely to the matter of 
succoring the stricken peoples. of regions 
devastated by the Germans and. their} 
allies and abandoned by them: | 

The special work which the War Coun- 
cil will undertake at ‘once will be the 
relief of residents of those parts ‘of 
France trom which the German forces 
have been driven by the French and 
British armies. ‘The situation in these 
regions is terrible. Houses have béen 
destroyed wahtonly, agricultural imple- 
ments piled-up and. burned, fruit trees 
and vines damaged beyond repair, and 
the..tillable earth torn up by explosives 
placed there: for. the purpose. 

As the situation was described today 
by Mr. Davison, the people in these re- 
gions have not even knives, forks, and 
plates, and are utterly destitute: It is 
the intention of the Red Cross War 
Council..to rebuild the houses, supply 
agricultural implements and the seeds 
with which ' to grow what is needed, 
and generally to put the people on their 
feet again,

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Colonel Roosevelt has resigned as Honorary 
Vice President of the Army League on the ground that Joseph Leiter of 
Washington, the league’s President, in opposing the Colonel’s wishes re- 
garding a volunteer division, was using the league to the detriment of the 
Mr. Leiter in a warm reply admitted that 
he. opposed the Roosevelt volunteer plan, but that he did so because he 
believed Colonel Roosevelt incompetent to lead a large military force. 
Colonel Roosevelt’s letter of resignation follows: | 


As far as its statements can be understood, 
they apparently indicate that you disbelieve in the Harding amendment. 
The proposition for the selective draft has now béen adopted, so, there- 
fere, there can be no further pretense that the Harding amendment in, any 
way antagonizes the Administration's draft measure. Ali that it does is to 
add. to the army of the United States a force of men admirably calculated 
to do good work, ready to be sent abroad immediately, who will not other- 


By reading Senator Stone’s speech in opposition to the amendment you 
will see that he puts it frankly on political grounds. Indeed, so far as the 
opposition is not due to mere puzzle-headedness, it can only be due to 
politics, and politics of a very unwise and improper kind. You are, there- 
fore, as its President, using the Army League of the United States to the 
detriment of the army, and to the detriment of the United States, in the 
attitude you assume in this matter.

JOFFRE PUTS WREATH 
ON GEN. GRANT’S TOMB 


Alone in Crypt, He Pays Reverent 
Tribute to Another Great 
Warrior. ,

Marshal Joffre paid his own and 
France's tribute to the memory of 
Ulysses 8. Grant yesterday afternoon. 
Accompanied by M. Viviani, the Mar- 
quis de Chambrun, Lieut. Col. Fabry, 
Lieutenant de Tessau, Vice Admiral 
CGnocheprat, and other members of the 
French ‘Commission, the great soldier 
went to the Tomb on Riverside Drive, 
and, climbing an old rickety ste eesinh 
that bad:.been hurriedly requisitioned 
he climbed to thé top of the sarcophagus 
in which rests the remains of the 
Union Commander and reverently placed 
upon it a wreath of laurel, held togeth- 
er by the colors of ance and AmeM 
ica. Joffre was alone in the crypt. Be- 
yond the stone rail, with bared heads, 
stood the other embers of the com- 
mission, Mayor Mitchel, General Daniel 
Appleton, General Leonard Wood, and a 
few others. 

The police estimated that at least

The great crowd appreciated the solr. 
nity of the occasion, and for the fi 
time since he came to New York Mar 
shal Joffre was received in silence 
it was an eloquent silence.

of the long line of Seventh Regiment 
men who stood rigid and-at salute. Not

116th Street, and were witnessed by 
thousands of persons, who joined in the 
tribute that the university was paying 
to the distinguished men of England.and 
France.

Miltiades made that of Marathon,” and 
the great throng wildly shouted its full 
approval of the tribute. Again, when

Rrooklyn nad its opportunity yester- 
day to pay homage to Marshal Joffre, 
M. Viviani, and the others of the French

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The British 
War mission, its conferences here about 
concluded, will leave tomorrow for New 
York to join the French mission for the 
joint- reception: to. be given them by 
America’s financial capital. Practically 
the whole body f British statesmen will 
make the trip in a special train placed 
at théir disposal by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The distinguished visitors, tired out by 
the three weeks of conferences here, are 
looking forward to the remainder of 
their stay in the United States as largely 
@ period of relaxation. They will return 
to Washington Sunday nignt, and later 
will take a short ba into the Middle 
West and Canada. ost of their work 
here is done, though there still remain a 
number of questions on which the Amer- 
ican officials -desire information. 

It is éxpected now that some of. the 
British officials will remain in this coun- 
try after Foreign Secretary Balfour and 
the other leaders have returned to Eng- 
land.

‘NO GERMAN PEACE 


IS VIVIANT’S PLEDGE 


Tells»Merchants at Luncheon | 


Alsace-Lorraine Must Be 
Restored to France. 


FIGHT IS FOR A FREE WORLD 


Welcomes Our Decision: to Stain 
Flag’s White Stripts with the 
Blood of Liberty’s Sons. 


Guarantees of permanent peace. and 
some form of world arbitration: in. the 
future yere demanded by M. Viviani yes- 
terday in an impassioned speech; deliv- 
ered at the luncheon of the Merchants’ 
Association ‘at the Astor. He had de- 
Clared that there: could be. no peace 
while Germany held the idea that might 
makes right, and had said that France 
rs fighting for moral victory. He 

decl , too, that France must re- 
cover Alsace-Lorraine, and the cheers 
from a crowd aping. t its feet which. 
greeted this statement showed that the 
crowd was heartily in -sympathy with 
the demand for restoration. Then, as 
he-told. how France was. fighting an 
unselfish war, he : : 

“ You who are business men believe in 
contracts. You know that whenever 
there is a controversy or a difference 
of opinion between yourselves it can be 
adjusted by arbitration that can 
submitted to the courts, and you have 
the law and you have Judges, and you 
can go to the Supreme Court and do not 
rely op your own brute strength when 
ge seek to enforce what you believe to 

our rights. 

“What exists between citizens must 
also exist between nations. When this 
war is over there will be a final and 
permanent peace for’the whole worid, 
for there 1 no longer be any force to 
prey upon free men.” 

That the assemblage: was in no. teém- 
porizing mood was shown by itS en- 
thusiastic reception of Joseph -H. 
Choate’s. warning against ‘‘ the. mere- 
tricious overtures for a’ German peace 
which is no peace,’ and of his appeal 
to the Government at Washington, 
‘For God’s sake, hurry up! ’’’ 

This last phrase drew more continued 
and vigorous applause than any other 
feature of the entire luncheon except 
the short speech—a very short speech— 
which was finally drawn from Marshal 
Joffre by the steady and thunderous 
cheers which followed his presentation: 

The Marshal rose -reluctantly, with 
evident emotion, and said a few sen- 
tences in his own language so softly 
that-not many could hear them. But 
according to unofficial translators and 
stenographers his remarks were: 


Thanks, Thanks for France. 


‘Ladies and gentlemen, you know 
that I am not accustomed to speaking 


in public, and you. will understand the 
emotion with which my heart is filled. 
I could not possibly find words worthy 
of-being- uttered after so magnificent a 
speech as the one to which you have 

ust listened. (The reference Was to M. 
Viviani.) I want to say to you, Thanks 
—thanks for France.” 

Because the commission was behind in 
its. time schedule. William Fellowes 
Morgan, President of the Merchagts' 
lAssociation, omitted the introductory 
speech he had prepared and said mére- 

: ‘*I have no need to name him; I 
present him to you.’’ Earlier, James M. 
Beck had declared that as France was 
the most -popular, among nations, so the 
most popular men in ‘the world were 
King Albert of Belgium, Cardinal Mer- 
cier, and Marshal Joffre. 

It was, of course, a Joffre demonstra- 
tion, but, as in: other cases where the 
Vice Premier of France has spoken, it 
was a Viviani demonstration while he 
was talking. And at the very end it 
turned into a demonstration for Mag. 
General Leonard Wood, who sat in khaki 
at the guests’ table between the Mar- 
quis de Chambrun and -Minister Hove- 
lacque: The audience’ had risen to allow 
the guests of honor to pass out, and as 
the long. line filed past behind the high 
table» General Wood was seen clearly 
by hundreds who had not had the chance

The General went on ‘unheeding, but 
the shouts continuéd. They rose from 
all ‘parts of the floor and floated down 
from the galleries: Finally; as he was 
steppi down from the platform, the 
General turned and nodded acknowled-;- 
ment with just the shadow of a smile:

tribute. i 

Others who were cheered as _ their 
names occurred in eeches were’ Mr. 

oate, President Wilson, ‘‘ our great 
President,’’ mentioned by Mr. Choate, 
and ,Arthur James Balfour, to whom 
James M. Beek paid a tribute. There 
was a tremendous demonstration, led by 
Mr. Morgan, when Mr. Beck referred to 
Viviani’s declaration at the beginning of 
the war that ‘‘ we are without reproach 
and we shat{ be wrthout fear,’’ and an- 
other-was accorded to his praise of the 
womanhood of France.

The assemblage, seated in the grand 
ball room of the Astor, with side cham- 
bers opened into it td-extend the area 
available, numbered nearly 2,000—the 
fortunate first. comers of more _ than 
10,000 applicants for tickets.

** Now, that is-the spirit in which it 
seems to me our var-worn Allites can 
answer all the meretricious overtures 
of Germany for peace at is no peace. 
For one, am most grateful that our 
country has entered into this great fight 
for the freedom of the world, now 
that our great President at Washing- 
ton—and we all support him—has 
pledged to these Allies ali our resources, 
which means all of our men, all of our 
money, all of our ships, all of our muni- 
tions, and all of our hearts to stand 
by them, and if need be to die in the 
last ditch-with them, victory I believe is 
assured. , 

“It was said by a famous wit of the 
last: generation that’ g Americans 
when they die go to Paris, but here 
and now today we have. hundreds of 
thousands of Americans alive and fit 
for fight that are eagér to go to Paris, 


and I for one hope the way will soon | 


be found for-them to go. But I would 
say to the authorities at Washington 
on’ that and on every other subject 
which pertains to preparation for this 
war, ‘ For God’s sake, hu up!’ 

** Why am I so glad that we have en- 
tered into this war? Why, we were 
spoiling for the lack of a fight; [laugh- 
ter;] we were absolutely at ng with 
riches, steeped to the lips in luxury, 
abandoned  ,.to sports, without one 
thought. of the terrible struggles that 
were beirfg made, frightful sacrifices and 
sufferings that were bei endured by 
the British, the French, and all the other 
Allies in fighting out battle. 

*“* That is what we have been doing for 
this last two years and nine months, 
and for one, I thank God) that we are 
ready td join them, and the sooner we 
can get our-men over to stand by their 
side, the better.’’

** What was the ‘imponderable’ as Bis- 
marck once called it, which led England 
and America to the ‘side of France?

alone. It was not. the submarine contro- 
vorey alone. It was the love and the 
admiration of England and the United 
States for the most heroic and chivalrous 
nation in the history of the world. 

we were to take a plebiscite today in all 
civilization as to which was the most 
popular nation, is there any man: here 
who doubts upon what nation the choice 
would fall? And if we were to take up 
some plebiscite to vote as to the three 
most popaier lHving men in all civiliza- 
tion, by an enormously preponderating 
majority, the vote would fall upon King 
Albert of Belgium, upon Cardinal Mer- 
cier, and upon Marshal Joffre. 


Most Heroic Decision of History.

He further 
indicatés that the present armies of 
Fratice are “her last.” .In part he 
says: 3 

“The question of the nature and time 
of the military support of the United 
States must necessarily bé decided by 
America alone, but {t is very important 
that America should understand that 
France needs help as quickly as- pos- 
sible; and as the cadres of the profes- 
sional army of the United States will be 
fully occupied in raising and training 
the latge numbers, it is foreseen that 
it would be best, if America were will- 
ing, for her to send at least 200,000 
American recruits to be incorporated in 
and trained by the French army as soon 
as ships can bring, them. 

“France cannot comfortably afford to 
wait till next year for military assist- 
ance from America. She needs this sup- 
port now in order to keep French ranks 
full and there is always the chance that 
in view of the certainty of a great army 
coming from America, Hindenburg may 
change his plans and try for a big stroke 
in the west before the Americans come 
in full array.’ 

The writer discusses the possible dura- 
tion of the war, saying: - 

“If the Allies are stronger than our 


¢/} enemies, and much stronger potentially 


now that the new world is with us, we 
also have our difficulties, such as the 
loss of authority and discipline en- 
tailed upon Russia by her revolution 
and in general our superiority is not 
such as to guarantee immediate or even 
early crushing of the enemy’s armies 
by military means 
“Though the still unused resources of 
~ x Allies are greatly superior to those 
of Germany and her dupes, and though 
it is inherently probable on thig account 
that Germany will be beaten, we have 
not yet established in. the field the 
superiority of military foree necessary 
for a decisive victory, while the eco- 
nomic pressure upon the enemy, though 
severe, affords ‘no certain grounds for 
cessation of hostil- 
ities. The conclusi 
the war may continued for a long time, 
and that our business is to prepare for 
a long war and to legislate for it. 
“The truth is that with something 
near an equality of forces (on the ,west- 
ern front) and with a note of interroga- 
tion on the Russian front we must not 
Gamble for victory and must not in-

Lai.” This ‘is,-in length atleast. more 
ambitious than the previous undertak- 
ings of the society, as the opera is one 
that fills a whole evening. It was no 
less suctessful, however, than the pre- 


firmed the judgment that selected this 
almost forgotten and unknown opera of 
Gounod’s as a part of the repertory of 
the short season now begun. . The audi- 
ence was large and liberal in its ap- 
plause, and the ‘applause was deserved 
by the excellence of tne performance as 
well as by the beauty and piquancy of 
Gounod’s music and the gayety of the 
opera.

PLAN TO KILL MENOCAL 


Nine Cubans Arrested—Plot Ex- 
posed by Loyalist,’ and 
Bomb Turned Over. 


HAVANA, May 10.—It was ascertained 
tonight that in the attempt to assassinate 
President Menocai last night by means 
of a bomb explosion the conspirators 
also had in contemplation the death: of 
William Gonzalez, the United States Min- 
ister to Cuba, who was in the Palace 
with the President at the time. 

The following official: report of the 
plot: was made public at the Palace late 
tonight: 

“In view. of the criminal attempt 
against the life of the Chief Magis- 
trate and that of the Minister of the 
‘United States, which was to have been 
carried out last night, the Government 
fulfills its duty’ in making the follow- 
ing declaration regardihg the facts of 
the case: 

“The authorities knew pettuolty for 
some days the sinister plan in all its 
details, even: to the construction of the 
bomb, which ‘was to be placed in the 
Palace immediately below 
ment of the President. 
that last night had been fixed for the} 
execution of the crime, arid that ate 
vantage was to be taken of the presence 
in the Palace with the President of the 
Minister of the United States. 

‘‘The authorities followed every step 
of. the criminals. Last night a person 
in. the confidence of the Government, 
who. had -skillfully introduced himself 
‘among .those charged with the carrying 
out of the plot, made delivery to. the 
aid de camp of the President, Lieut. 
Col. Sanguilly, a bomb weighting thir- 
teen pounds, which was charged with 
explosives and provided with ‘a. fuse. 
Shortly afterward the bomb was exam-'! 
ined by the Chief Executive and then 
was sent to the National Agency, 
where it was rendered harmless.” 

Nine arrests haye been made. Among 
those taken into custody were José Bar- 
quin, a former municipal inspector, and 
Miguel Mariche. a sergeant of police 
under ex-President Gomez.

THE LEGISLATURE OF 1917. - 

The Legislature of 1917 was “a@ 
little careless” about money. It 
made the millions fly. The war 
emergency will excuse a good deal of 
this ardor for appropriations, but the 
routine expenditures of the State have 
mounted to $50,000,000 or more, and 
this is only a beginning. 

Without taking breath for a long 
review of the labors of the deceased 
Legislature, we have pleasure in 
praising it for the passage of the 
State Police bill, followed by Gov- 
ernor ‘WHITMAN’s excellent appoint- 
ment of Major CHANDLER as Superin- 
téndent, and of the Loekwood Educa- 
tion bill, which straightens an ever- 
lasting snarl of legislation, bestows 
a fat share of home rule in education 
upon the up-State.cities, and reduces 
the overgrown Board of Education of 
this city from forty-six to seven -mem- 
bers. 

It would be impolite to express an 
opinion as to which is Cat and which 
is Mouse, but how unwinkingly have 
Governor WuiTman and Senator ELon 
R. Brown watched each other! Two 
liquor bills, the Hill-Wheeler Local 
Option, beloved of thé Governor, and 
the Excise, beloved of Mr. Brown, 
were passed. In modest justice to its 
own merits, the Legislature resolved 
that its salary be increased. That is 
a consideration which ‘will soften, 
doubtless, objection to the 8 per cent. 
tax on the net incomes of mercantile 
and industrial corporations.

NO GREAT SEA FIGHT. 

The German Navy, the. second in 
size in the world, took refuge behind 
defenses when the war began and has 
never come. out since, as a whole. 
Parts of it have come out to attack 
parts of the British Navy, under con- 
ditions favorable for an attack, but 
there was only one really notable 
fight even of this kind: It has been 
evident from the beginning that the 
German Navy did not intend to chal- 
lenge the: British Navy to a fight. 
The evidence has increased as two 
years and nine months have gone by 
with: the German Navy still silent, 
motionless, and landlocked. 

It has been quite understandable. 
At the outbreak of the war the ton- 
nage of the British Navy was 2,718,- 
756. That of the German Navy was 
1,804,640. The British Navy out- 
numbered the German more than 
two to one. The French Navy, 
with a tonnage of 899,915; the Italian, 
with 497,815, and the Russian, with 
701,253, meed not be added to the 
British strength, since. they have been 
employed chiefly in o waters. At.

That would avoid the trouble- 
some adjustment of interest accounts 
associated with partial payments, and 
would give such subscribers better 
interest than that allowed on idle bal- 
ances in banks of discount and de- 
posit. 

Since the deposits of such banks 
have been increasing faster than their 
loans, and the resources of the banks 
have increased faster than either, 
there is disclosure of banking re- 
sources above the needs of trade. 
Such idle funds are the best source of 
payments. for the bonds.

OUR BRITISH GUESTS. 

If no great military personage, 
whose history and legend are in all 
men’s minds, -is- among the British 
guests whom New York welcomes and 
honors today, none the less their com- 
ing is a remembrancer of quiet, mo- 
mentous deeds, of a prime, constant, 
and growing force in the war. The 
English fleet, now happily reinforced 
by ours, has been master of the desti- 
nies of this war. It has swept German 
commerce from the seas, and German 
colonies from the map. It is slowly 
strangling Germany, “ submarines or 
nd submarines.” 

The British merchant marine has 
been almost as-useful and necessary to 
the Allies as the British warships. By 
transportation of men and materials, 
food, munitions, by steady and lavish 
financial assistance, Great Britain has 
supported the cause of civilization. 
Her expeditionary army, so gallantly 
‘sacrificed; has been succeeded by a 
trained ‘modern mighty force, compe- 
tently led and adding every day new 
achievements to its glorious history. 
Great Britain has not been tender to 
itself nor have other nations been ten- 
der to it. It has freely confessed its 
blunders, ita military blunders, all its 
errors so instructive to us, who share 
its indjvidualism, its slow democratic 
apprehension of unpleasant facts, its 
original inaptness for sharp national 
discipline and ‘co-ordinated effective 
‘national effort: How they love to 
grumble arid to criticise; our British 
friends! An admiring French student 
of the national character has said that 
with the British “ pessimism is patriot- 
ism.” We have learned to admire their 
tranquil courage, their fondness for 
pelf-depreciation father than self- 
praise, the marshaling of all their re- 
sources, thé wealth, the strength and 
skill and. valor of a vast democracy, 
patient in defeat, slowly learning and 
at length splendidly practicing the

TAX SUGAR. 


Tax bill will raise the old. cry about 
taxing the breakfast table,. and ex- 
poses its authors to criticism for not 
taxing. sugar. . Nobody wishes to tax 
the poor man’s luxuries, but. when it 
is a question of finding $1,800,000,000 
of taxes our Government would do well 
to imitate other nations. They find a 
principal resource in their excise 
taxes, whether they are free trade or 
protectionist in their tax principles. 
Protectionist countries in. particular 
levy excise taxes to balance their cus- 
toms tax. Thus they prevent their 
domestic manufacturers making un- 
earned increments of profits by raising 
their. domestic prices to the level with 
the prices of imported goods which are 
sold “ duty on.” In that manner con- 
sumers of domestic products paying 
no customs really pay their customs 
tax to the fomestic manufacturers, 
who intercept the customs tax on its 
way to the Treasury and enrich 
‘themselves with unearned funds. The 
framers of this breakfast. table tax 
who omitted sugar must have been 
blind to the proofs of unearned prof- 
its in the sugar trade as revealed in 
the trade statistics and hae security 
market. 

The price of domestic sugar bears no 
relation to the cost of the raw material 
or the fair profits of the trade. Do- 
mestic sugar prices are based upon the 
price of imported raw eugar, duty 
paid, although no duty Js paid on do- 
méstic raw sugar. This causes as 
‘tfuch irritation, in the sugar trade as/ 
it. would cause to consumers if they 
were ‘aware how they are tricked by 
the protectionists. Mr: Lowrr, who 
is well known in the sugar trade, has 
repeatedly pointed this out, most re- 
cently in connection with Holland as 
an example. . 

' The domestic producers of sugar in 
Holland pay $10 for their raw mate- 
rial, against $6 paid here.. The price 
of the product is over £ cents in Hol, | w 


lected here our Treasury would get 
$4380,000,000, and. the cost of sugat to 
the consumer would show no propor- 
tionate increase. There is nothing 
pecullar about the Holland sugar tax. 
It is levied generally in most nations, 
including free ‘trade, England.: It 
ought to be levied here, according to 
the Chamber of Commerce: of the Uni!- 
ted States, which resolved that $500,- 
000,000 should be raised by excise 
taxes. But the Chamber was not con- 
cerned in a political bargain whereby 
one tax may be the price of another. 
Either there should be no excise taxes 
—which is absurd—or else sugar 
should pay fairly among the rest.

Two or three members of ‘the new 
Tariff Commission are going abroad 
to study in England, France, Russia, 
China, and Japan the tariff and trade 
problems which will arise after the 
war, so far as they can now be fore- 
seen. With the help of our diplo- 
matic and consular representatives, 
by conferences ‘with officers of for- 
eign Governments, and in other ways, 
they will. ascertain what trade: pol- 
icles may be proposed. These must 
be considered in the peace negotia- 
tions and final agreement. The in- 
formation obtained by the Commis- 
sioners will be very useful at Wash- 
ington in shaping our own trade pol- 
icy: Probably we shall have no tariff 
legislation while the .war continues, 
and the Commission’s only duty at 
present is to make thorough prep- 
aration for what will be done tmme- 
diately after the declaration of peace. 

But, this work of preparation, of 
which the inquiry in foreign ‘lands 
will be a part, is of exceptional im- 
portance, and, the Commission _ has 
wisely undertaken it without delay. 
Its recommendations will be needed 
when our Government assists in mak- 
ing the terms of peace and also 
afterward, when action affecting in- 
ternational trade is taken here by 
Congress. There can be’ no trust- 
worthy prediction now about ‘the ac- 
tion that will be required.

“*T admit that, in our impatience and 
agony in see our country fighting 
against such terrible forces. without re- 
ceiving ‘the aid we expected, we doubt- 
ed him. But you were right, and-today 
all the world acknowledges the force 
andauthority he derives, from his pro- 
longed patience and his political pru- 
dence.’’ 

Similar expressions by two American 
authorities seem to deserve reprinting 
for the benefit not only of those French- 
men who may not yet have attained to 
M. Pottier’s sagacious view, but also of 
some Americans who are still doubting 
the wisdom of the President’s ‘‘ pro- 
longed patience.”

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The sugges- 
tion that Herbert C. Hoover may be 
made American food controller received 
support today when. there were defi- 
nite indications that the Administration 
Plans the creation of an emergency food 
Organization to direct. food distribution 
during the war.

Plans for an emergency agency to 
handle food problems -have not been 
completed in detail, but it is believed 
that the President will name one man 
to be directly responsible for carrying 
out the provisions of the legislation that

regulatory features of the laws govern- 
ing distribution and price fixing, leav- 
ing ‘to the Department: of Agriculture 
the enforcement. of provisions to stimu- 
late .production. . He would surround 
. himself. with the best men available 
. from producing and distributing circles 
tot serve ag. advisers, some of them, per- 
haps,’ without ‘pay.
